A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  130th  catalogue) 

What  was  more  fitting  than  to  travel  with  a grand  and  august  feeling 
on  a Monday  in  August,  which  month  was  named  after  Roman  emperor 
Augustus,  to  the  noble  and  august  city  of  Augsburg,  founded  by  Augustus 
in  14  B.C.!  An  early  morning  train  from  Munich  in  a northwesterly 
direction  brings  us  there  in  an  hour.  Augsburg  is  a mediaeval  appearing 
plateau  city  of  175,000  about  1600  feet  above  sea  level,  in  Bavaria.  Many 
of  the  buildings  are  from  the  15th  to  17th  centuries.  There  are  beautiful 
churches,  some  of  fine  Gothic  architecture,  some  with  artistic  metal  work, 
some  with  the  finest  stained  glass  windows,  some  with  fine  altars  by  mas- 
ters. Maximilianstrasse  is  the  main  street,  lined  with  interesting  build- 
ings. There  are  numerous  beautiful  fountains,  and  the  Rathaus  is  fa- 
mous for  its  golden  hall,  one  of  the  finest  in  Germany.  We  visit  the  Roy- 
al picture  Gallery  and  museum. 

Imagine  my  disappointment  when  I thought  I would  study  the  old 
crowns  of  Augsburg  here,  and  other  interesting  old  coins  of  this  city, 
when  the  museum  contained  only  eight  coins,  and  a few  medals  of  the  city 
of  Augsburg.  My  own  collection  at  home  has  many  more,  and  finer 
pieces.  This  is  not  the  first  museum  display  that  is  a disgrace.  There 
are  many  in  this  country,  not  just  coins,  but  in  many  subjects  where  the 
specimens  are  not  worth  carrying  home.  However,  my  visit  there  was 
well  repaid,  as  we  found  something  much  more  interesting,  one  of  the 
largest  collections  of  old  dies  used  in  striking  the  old  Augsburg  crowns, 
hundreds  of  them,  different,  some  curved,  some  cylindrical,  and  examples 
of  excellent  die  work  of  the  period.  Later,  however,  I found  coins,  and 
plenty  of  them.  I was  able  to  buy  some  to  good  advantage,  as  well  as 
some  rare  Italian  coins.  One  old  gentleman  had  a valise  full  of  Augs- 
burg crowns,  over  200  to  300  years  old,  all  very  fine  or  uncirculated. 
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There  were  over  400  of  them.  Had  I not  already  bought  about  the  limit 
allotted  me  with  tourist  marks,  or  had  I known  what  I do  now,  I would 
have  bought  more  tourist  marks  before  entering  Germany,  and  would 
have  been  able  to  thus  advantageously  consummate  the  trade  at  a cost 
to  me  of  about  80  cents  per  coin,  while  as  it  was,  I would  have  had  to 
pay  $1.60  each,  and  so  turned  down  the  deal.  We  were  allowed  to  spend 
about  $2  0 a day,  for  expenses,  and  as  the  actual  cost  was  considerably 
less  than  this,  for  actual  expenses,  the  balance  could  be  spent  for  coins 
and  other  items.  For  larger  deals,  prospective  sellers  were  often  only 
too  glad  to  accept  our  tourist  marks  in  payment,  as  they  were,  of  course, 
identical  with  any  other  money,  except  that  they  cost  us  about  half  as 
much  in  exchange  at  the  border  instead  of  within.  In  those  days  it  paid 
to  load  up  with  your  limit  of  tourist  marks,  and  to  spend  them  all. 

The  city  was  ruined  by  the  Huns  in  the  5th  century,  by  Charlemagne 
in  the  8th  century,  by  Welf  in  the  11th  century.  At  the  time  of  the 
Reformation  it  was  one  of  Europe’s  most  flourishing  cities.  Here  the 
Augsburg  Confession  was  decided  in  1530,  and  the  leading  events  of  the 
Reformation  are  associated  with  the  name  of  this  city.  This  city  was 
on  the  main  trade  route  between  northern  and  central  Europe,  and  en- 
joyed much  trade,  until  much  of  its  prosperity  was  destroyed  by  the  Thir- 
ty Years’  War,  the  discovery  of  America,  and  of  a new  route  to  India, 
around  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  The  city  was  besieged  and  taken  by 
Gustavus  Adolphus  in  16  32.  Certainly  a colorful  and  historical  city  to 
visit,  and  the  time  spent  there  was  a delight.  Americans  who  pay  high 
rents  might  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  there  are  Catholic  poor-houses 
where  rents  are  as  low  as  $1.50  per  year!  Modern  costs,  of  necessity, 
are  today  being  cut  to  the  bone  in  Germany,  and  the  public  bows  to  Hitler 
and  pays  his  war  bills.  This  world  has  resources  and  plenty  for  all. 
What  a pity  that  bad  rulers,  with  jealous  and  personal  desire,  plunge  their 
countries , into  war,  when  the  money  the  war  costs  could  be  used  for  the 
' comfort  and  security  of  the  good  people  who  live  there.
